1 . This action is in response to the RCE filed on 1 0/20/2008 . 

2. The rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Oulu (U.S. 6,792,460) 
in view of Boykin (US 2004/0153996), and further in view of Johnson, Mark "The Application 
Response Measurement (ARM) API, Version 2)", 1997 (Art of Record, hereinafter "Johnson") 
to claims 1, 3-9, 11-15 and 22-29 is withdrawn in view of applicant's amendment and 
Examiner's Amendment below. 

3 . Claim 30 has been added. 

4. Claims 1,13 and 22 have been amended. 

5 . Claims 1 , 3-9, 1 1 -1 5 and 22-30 are pending. 

6. Claims 1 , 3-9, 1 1 - 1 5 and 22-30 are allowed, renumbered 1 -22.

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

8. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The cited prior art taken alone or in combination fail to teach, in combination with the 
other claimed limitations, passing information to plug-in instruments when the function is called, 
wherein different plug-in instruments can be used at different times without re-instrumenting the 
classes of the function; loading an appropriate plug-in instrument object when instrumented class 
is initialized as recited in independent claims 1,13 and 22. 

The closest cited prior arts, Oulu (U.S. 6,792,460), Boykin (US 2004/0153996), and 
Johnson, Mark "The Application Response Measurement (ARM) API, Version 2)", 1997 (Art of 
Record, hereinafter "Johnson") teach a method of monitoring response time of function 
associated with a software component. However, Oulu (U.S. 6,792,460), Boykin (US 
2004/0153996), and Johnson fail to teach passing information to plug-in instruments when the 
fimction is called, wherein different plug-in instruments can be used at different times without 
re-instrumenting the classes of the ftinction; loading an appropriate plug-in instrument object 
when instrumented class is initialized as recited in independent claims 1,13 and 22.
